The Annual Meeting of The American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club will be held at Hotel Impe- 
rial, Broadway and 32d Street, New 
York City, Wednesday, May 14, 

1913, at 10.30 A. M. 


Besides the regular business of hearing the reports 
of the year’s work, the election of officers, &c., the 
following two special matters will be presented : 

To see if the Club will vote to change Article VIII. 
of the Constitution so as to provide different condi- 
tions for expelling members. (The Article now reads 
as follows:) 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Should it occur, at any time, that any member of 
the Club shall be charged with willful misrepresenta- 
tion in regard to any animal bred or owned by him, or 
with any other act derogatory to the standing of the 
Club, the Executive Committee shall examine the 
matter, and if it shall find that there is a foundation 
for such a change, THE OFFENDING MEMBER MAY 
BE EXPELLED BY A VOTE OF TWO-THIRDS OF ALL 
THE MEMBERS OF THE CLUB. 

The person so expelled shall be barred from any 
future use of the Herd Book. 

That portion in large face type to be changed so 
that the Article as amended shall read : — 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Should it occur, at any time, that any member of 
the Club shall be charged with willful misrepresenta 
tion in regard to any animal bred or owned by him, 
or with any other act derogatory to the standing of 


the Club, the Executive Committee shall examine the 
matter, and if it shall find that there is a foundation 
for such a charge, the offending member may be ex- 
pelled by three-fourths vote of all members present 
in person or by proxy at an annual or specially called 
meeting, notice having been given to that effect. 

The person so expelled shall be barred from any 
future use of the Herd Book. 

To consider the advisability of establishing as an 
appendix to the Herd Register, a Register for grade 
Guernseys. 

Opportunity will be given for consideration of mat- 
ters relating to the welfare of the Club and its work. 


Live Stock Exposition. 


In last Journal we gave detailed description of the 
Wisconsin Live Stock Exposition. 

This Exposition was surely a credit to those who 
were instrumental in bringing it forward and most 
successful in stimulating an interest in improved Live 
Stock. 

The Exposition was held under the auspices of the 
Animal Husbandry Department of the University of 
Wisconsin, and the Wisconsin Live Stock Breeder’s 
Association. 


Blue List and Breeding. 


We have had a great many favorable comments on 
the Club’s efforts to put forward a special list to aid 
breeders in determining the value of their animals. _ 

There is no better exponent among breeding publi- 
cations and of the general live stock industry than 
the Breeders’ Gazette published in Chicago, whose 
editorial comment upon our efforts is as follows: 

“The American Guernsey Cattle Club has inaugu- 
rated a vital forward movement in dairy cattle breed- 
ing. Secretary W. H. Caldwell has compiled a List 
of Advanced Register Sires and Great Producing 
Dams. Bulls which have sired two or more daugh- 
ters with Advanced Register records are known as 
“advanced register sires. Cows which have one or 
more progeny in the advanced register are distin- 
guished by the term great producing dams. This 
Guernsey blue list shows the milk and butter records 
of the animals, their breeding and ownership, and the 
number of sons and daughters in the herd register. 
The percentage of the progeny of each animal that 
has qualified for advanced registry may be easily de- 
termined. The use»of this compendium of breed 
merit in connection with pedigrees gives dairy genet- 
ics a degree of certainty that is hardly possible in any 
other way. The same principle, first applied in Wal- 
lace’s Great Table, made the breeding of the Ameri- 
can trotting horse a question of stop watches. By its 
persistent use American horse-men have been able to 
mold a highly specialized equine type in so short a 
time as to be the marvel of the history of live stock 
improvement. The blue list is worth extending to 
other breeds. Indeed, Prof. F. R. Marshall in his 
book on Breeding Farm Animals suggests its ex- 
tension to other classes of stock on a basis of well ar- 
ranged show records. It gives to pedigrees a real 
meaning. The Guernsey breeders have seen a great 
light. They cannot absorb it all. There is room for 
all in the glare of truth.”

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Death of Colonel Bell. 


The Guernsey Weekly Press issue of March 1 gives the 
following: 


“We regret to record the death of Colonel Bell, the news 
of which will be received with the same feeling in many circles 
throughout the Island. For years Col. Bell has been con- 
nected with many activities in this island, because of his of- 
ficial position as Government Secretary and because of the 
interest he took in affairs not directly concerned with his of- 
ficial work. Since 1874, he had been President of the Royal 
Agricultural and Horticultural Society, and his services to 
the Society were highly valued. 


Colonel Bell 


Col. Bell was a son of Lieut.-Col. Thomas Bell, 3rd R. G. 
L. I., and his mother was a Miss Julia Maingy before mar- 
riage. Col. Bell was born here on the 24th of June, 1829. 


He was a brother of the Very Rev. Thomas Bell, the Dean of 
Guernsey. 


From 1842 to 1847, he was at Elizabeth College, passing 
into Sandhurst in the latter year. In 1848, he was gazetted 
as Ensign to the 64th Regiment. In 1856 he sold out, and 
subsequently was Captain and Adjutant of the Elthorn 
Militia and afterwards joined the Royal Guernsey Artillery 
of which he was Adjutant. After becoming a Colonel on the 
staff of the Royal Guernsey Militia, he was in 1862 appointed 
Government Secretary to the Island of Guernsey, an ap- 
pointment he held until his death, the regulations regarding 
an age limit for such positions not having come into force 
until after his appointment. 

In 1868 Col. Bell was made an A. D. C. to her Majesty 
Queen Victoria, and afterwards held the appointment under 
King Edward, resigning it, owing to failing health, in 1904. 
While A. D. C., Col. Bell had the mournful duty to perform 
of attending the funeral of Queen Victoria and walking beside 
the gun-carriage. 

After filling the office of Government Secretary for thirty 
years, Col. Bell was made a Companion of the Bath. 

We have alluded to Col. Bell’s long connection with the 
Agricultural Society, and we may add that he constantly at- 
tended the opening of the Shows, generally in company with 
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the Lieutenant-Governors of the time. There have been 
thirteen different Lt.-Governors of Guernsey since Col. Bell 
took office as Government Secretary in 1862. He has ac. 
companied each in turn at his swearing-in and during official 
visits to States meetings and at other functions. Col. Bell’s 
attendances at public ceremonies in Guernseys has created 
a record that no official has ever equalled, or is ever likely to 
equal. 

During his long tenure of office, Col. Bell came into contact 
with many people here in all classes of Society, and he was 
universally liked and esteemed. 

In 1855 Col. Bell married a daughter (Rosina) of Mr. 
Havilland Carey, and they had two sons and three daugh- 
ters. One son is Major Francis de Beauvoir Bell, of the Nor- 
folk Regiment, now stationed at Belgaum (India), and the 
other is Advocate A. W. Bell, H. M.’s Comptroller. The 
three daughters are Mrs. Graeme, Mrs. Silvester and Mrs. 
O. Priaulx. Mrs. Bell died in August, 1910. 

Col. Bell has been in failing health for some time. A 
month ago pneumonia developed, and he recovered from it, 
but owing to his advanced age he failed to regain his strength, 
and passed away at 10 p. m. on Thursday at 3, de Beauvoir 
Terrace. 

The funeral is to take place on Monday. A service will be 
held in St. Martin’s Church at 3 p. m. The funeral will not 
be of a military character, that being the wish of the family. 


FUNERAL OF CoLoNEL W. BELL. 
TRIBUTES FROM THREE LIEUT.-GOVERNORS. 


The funeral of Colonel W. Bell, C. B. took place on Mon- 
day afternoon at St. Martin’s, the body being interred in the 
family vault on the south side of the Parish Church. The 
coffin had been removed from deceased’s home to St. Ste- 
phen’s Church, and here the mourners and pall bearers as- 
sembled on Monday afternoon. The mourners were Mr. 
A. W. Bell (son), Mr. O. Priaulx (son-in-law), Master O. 
Priaulz, Col. F. J. Graeme, Dr. F. E. Carey and Capt. Raw- 
don McCrea. The pall bearers were the Bailiff, Mr. William 
Carey, Colonel F. J. Ryder, D. A. A. G., Mr. E. C. Ozanne 
(H. M.’s Procureur), Jurat Lionel S. Carey, Colonel C. J. 
Durand and Mr. E. Dobree. The maids and Nurse Smith 
also met at St. Stephen’s Church, where the officiating clergy 
were the Revs. F. E. Lowe (Vicar) and W. C. Penney. 


Leaving St. Stephen’s Church soon after 2.30, the cortege 
set out for St. Martin’s Church, by way of Queen’sroad and 
the Rue Poudreuse. In the meanwhile, a large gathering of 
friends and mourners assembled in St. Martin’s Church, 
where the bell was tolled during the wait for the funeral cor- 
tege, and during the service. Mr. N. de M. Tardif, Church- 
warden, was in attendance, and superintended the seating 
arrangements. During the assembling of the mourners, Mr. 
H. Gavett, Church organist, played “Solemn voluntary,” 
**O rest in the Lord,” ‘‘ He that shall endure to the end” and 
‘Angels ever bright and fair.” 


It was shortly after 3 o’clock when the coffin, covered with 
beautiful floral emblems, was borne into the Church. Pr 
ceding the coffin were the Revs. F. E. Lowe, W. C. Penney and 
ceding the coffin were the Revs. F. E. Lowe, W. C. Penney 
and W. J. Ozanne (Rector of St. Martin’s) and the mourners 
and pall bearers followed. 


The brief but impressive service was fully choral, the sur- 
pliced choir of the Church being present. The opening sen- 
tences of the service were read by the Rector, who also an- 
nounced the hymns “‘ For ever with the Lord,” “‘ Peace, per- 
fect peace,’’ and “‘ Nearer my God to Thee,” and the psalm, 
Later, as the body was borne from the sacred edifice, the 
choir sang the Nunc Dimittis.

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Teaching Better Dairying 
by Rail

OUR years ago, the dairymen of lowa joined together 
in an effort to secure from the legislature of the state 
an appropriation to further the dairy interests; and as 

a result of this effort, the legislature appropriated for the two 
years following, 1910 and 1911, $10,000. And the next suc- 
ceeding legislature appropriated $7500 for the years 1912 and 
1913; and it may be added that a bill is now before the present 
legislature for a larger appropriation for the same purposes 
for the next two ensuing years. The management of these 
appropriations by act of the legislature was placed under the 
control of the president of the Iowa State Dairy Association, 
the lowa Dairy and Food Commissioner, and the Professor of 
Dairying at the Agricultural College at Ames. The Guernsey 
breeders of lowa through the lowa Guernsey Breeders Asso- 
ciation were foremost among those to urge these appropria- 
tions and put forth all their influence and efforts to secure the 
appropriations. As a result of these appropriations, dairy 
trains in the past three years have been run on all of the lead- 
ing railroads of the State, except the Minneapolis & St. Louis, 
and during the month of March, the dairy train were to 
be run on the lines of this railroad,—thus covering all the 
lines of railroad in the State of lowa of many thousand miles. 
The Railroad Companies have done their full share in fur- 
thering this enterprise. They have never refused to run the 
train on any road in the state when requested by the manage- 
ment, and have done all they could to make the trains a suc- 
cess; the trains have been furnished free, except those on the 
train paid their fare as we were required to do by the laws of 
the State, but the fare paid would hardly pay for the water 
necessary for the engine. The management of the various 
companies have taken a very great interest in the matter, 
since we were able to convince all of them that dairying in 
lowa was the proper thing and would, in time to come, 
eventually inure to the benefit of the Companies as well as 
the farmers; some of them even went so far as to send one of 
their head officials along with the train to tell the people why 
the Companies were running the train, that they depended 
upon the people along their lines for their tonnage and traffic, 
and, if the people prospered, so would the Railroad and that 
we had succeeded in convincing them that dairying, when 


properly conducted, was the most profitable vocation on the 
farm. 

Members of the Guernsey Breeders Association have taken 
a prominent part in these things and have been with each of 
these dairy trains as lecturers and demonstrators, and on all 
of these trains, representatives of the Guernsey breed have 
been carried for the purpose of demonstration; and in all 
ways, the Guernsey breeders have done their full share to 
make the dairy trains a success and to further and protect the 
interests of the Guernsey breed throughout the state. 

The dairy trains, as they have heretofore been run, have 
consisted of an engine, baggage car, four ordinary coaches, 
and a combination diner and sleeper. The lectures were de- 
livered at the various stops in the coaches, only at times 
when the crowd were too large to get into the coaches, then 
they were delivered at the baggage car door; and where even- 
ing lectures were delivered, they were held at some conven- 
ient place in the city or town, and instead of using the ani- 
mals carried in the baggage car for demonstration purposes, 
stereoptican views of the leading animals of the various breeds 
were used at the evening lectures for that purpose. In the 
baggage car was carried representative cows and bulls of the 
various breeds and some Guernsey breeder as always con- 
tributed Guernsey cattle for that purpose and good represen- 
tatives of the breed were on board the cars. The lecturers 
were composed of representatives from the State Dairy and 
Food Department, the Dairy Department at Ames and prac- 
tical dairymen by the State Dairy Association, the very best 
men to be found were used for these purposes. Usually the 
train stopped at the stations along the routes from an hour 
to an hour and a half and all dairy subjects were discussed in 
the best form possible for the time allotted. 

When the first dairy train was run the crowds were not so 
great but as the trains progressed they became greater and a 
greater interest was manifested, especially in the Northern 
part of this state where dairying is more in vogue than in the 
Southern part; however, during the whole time and on each 
railroad the interested manifested was very great. 

Such topics as “ Profitable Dairy Cows,” “Weighing and 
Testing the Milk,” “‘ Using a Sire with Milk Record,” “‘Breed- 
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ing Specia] Purpose Dairy Cattle’, “Feeding Your Cows 
Properly,” “Owning a Silo”, “Selecting your cows with a 
definite dairy type in mind” and all kindred topics were 
thoroughly discussed. 

The trains were thoroughly advertised for 30 days ahead of 
their arrival at each station and the local creamery men and 
commercial clubs were urged to interest all the farmers in 
being present when the train arrived, and these methods have 
proved very successful. 


The last train was run during the month of January, 1913, 
on the Northwestern Railroad and, while part of the territory 
covered was not the most advanced in dairying in the state, 
still great interest was manifested and at stations of 400 and 
500 inhabitants, there would be crowds from 200 to 500 pro- 
ple and at times the crowds would run as high as 600 and 700. 
the train was run for some 14 days, and it was estimated that 
the average attendance per day was some 2300. 

There is no question but that the dairy trains are beginning 
to bear fruit in lowa. The demand for dairy sires and dairy 
cattle is much greater than can be supplied by the local breed- 
ers at this time, and new creameries are being built all over 
the state. One reason for these conditions is the enormous 
increase in land values throughout the state, making it ne- 
cessary for the farmer to readjust himself to these enhanced 
values. The time was when lands were worth from $20 to $50 
an acre, that the farmer could afford to keep a cow to raise a 
calf; but with land worth from $100 to $300 an acre, better 
cows and more intensive farming have become necessary. 
The farmers are gradually coming to realize their condition 
in this regard and the time is not far distant when Iowa will 
be one of the leading dairy states. While lowa is now one of 
the leading agricultural States and its soil is the most fertile, 
still the thinking farmer is beginning to realize that the fer- 
tility of his soil is one of his greatest assets and that it must 
not be exhausted; and he is beginning to realize that with

better cows and better care dairying, in the end, is more 
profitable than raising beef cattle. 

With the appropriation, a State Dairy Expert is hired, as 
well as paying the incidental expenses of the Dairy Specials. 
The Expert has in charge the securing and running of the 
Specials and besides, makes many speeches at Farmers In- 
stitutes and Dairy meetings, organizes cow Testing Associa- 
tions and looks after the dairy interests of the State generally, 

If the appropriations are continued for this work, it is the 
intention of the management to begin next year going over 
the same territory and lines running other special trains, 
The coaches heretofore used for lecture purposes will be 
dropped, and only the baggage car and combination sleeper 
and diner will be used; and instead of making stops of from 
an hour to an hour and a half, it will be the purpose to stay 
from a day to two days at each station and hold a school of 
instructions; and instead of running one train at a time two 
trains may be run. With these trains will be the best men 
obtainable as instructors and lecturers, and to at least have 
with each train practical dairymen who are thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the business and conditions in the State. The 
trains that have been run have no doubt served a good pur- 
pose to acquaint the people with dairying and dairy methods 
in a general way, but the main objection has been that those 
who were really interested did not have time to ask all the 
questions and submit all the problems he had to solve. It is 
thought that by the latter method time will be given for these 
purposes and besides very greatly lessen the expense of the 
trains. 

lowa is starting to dairy in earnest and there is a lot of 
bright and active men and brains behind this movement: with 
the help furnished by the State Dairy and Food Commission- 
er and the Dairy Department at Ames and the energetic 
dairymen throughout the state, we hope to maintain for the 
state, in a dairy way, the reputation she has so justly won in 
the field of agriculture, and the Guernsey breeders will be in 
with their full quota of the help. 
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O one can fail to be impressed in recent days with the 
wave of enthusiasm that is passing over the think- 
ing world as to the possibilities and importance of 

agriculture. Nothing could happen to the interests of agri- 
culture more important than this volume of thought and 
spirit which is coming to pervade it. Nothing is more up- 
lifting to any pursuit than the introduction into it of pro- 
nounced intellectual quality and scope. 

From every point of view agriculture has been fortified 
and the conceptions related to it re-established by keen 
analytic and more or less scientific study of the whole matter. 
Although it is not likely that enthusiasm could ever be 
too keen or the ideals of agriculture ever too high, it is 
quite possible that the pictures painted by the writers and 
speakers can be tinted altogether too glowingly and that 
false ideas as to possibilities and facility of realizing possi- 
bilities can become widely dominant. 

It is not likely that those actually engaged in farming 
will be carried away with exaggerated notions as to the 
delights of the life, and particularly as to the ease of the 
life. The proposition is altogether too sober and realistic 
for much mistake of this kind to creep in. In fact, the 
danger is that those engaged in farming, through mere 
fatigue and monotony will fail to get such inspiration from 
the larger and deeper facts as they are entitled to; but 
with the public at large the idea is spreading and e: asily 
may become distorted that the farmer is a prosperous in- 
dependent more or less autocratic provider for human 
needs. 

People who deal in generalities and statistics can easily 
gain an idea that the farmer is the solid and prosperous 
factor of the community. They cannot as easily gain the 
idea of the enormous, exacting and monotonous labor which 
he is called upon to contribute in order to be this substan- 
tial and indispensible factor. 

No indolent man can be a successful farmer and no man who 
does not realize the importance and dignity of his work 
can be in reality happy in his vocation. 

Economic questions underlying agriculture are very deep 
and very intricate. Observations of our own country dur- 
ing the period of fifty years in which the centers of population 
agricultural activity and wealth have shifted enormoisly, 
clearly will indicate that we are not as yet at all stable 
as to our agricultural develpoment. 

Observation of the older countries which have exhausted 
the Possibilities of migration of peo ople and development 
of virgin territory, furnish far better criteria as to the ulti- 
mate development of agriculture as related to and as funda- 
mental to the existence of the human race. 

Portions of our own country are in a limited way begin- 
ning to show the stabilizing influence of a population which 
is regarding itself as fixed. 

Economic relations, particularly the relation between 
cost of production and the price which a consumer can 
finally afford to pay, have brought such portions of the 
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country to a keen realization of the necessity for study 
of the cost of production. 


As yet the other factor in this problem, which can be 
stated in general terms as the cost of distribution, has not 
been thoroughly considered nor has it in any case been 
satisfactorily solved. 

We have enormous problems to face involving great 
changes in our marketing machinery, both as to purchase 
and sale before we shall have reached an adjustment be- 
tween producer and consumer. 

It is fruitless to rail at the situation or to select out of 
the complicated chain of machinery this or that link and 
lay, thereon the blame for the conditions which beset us. 

We easily become infuriated at the middleman who 
exploits us without realizing that he is the product of an 
evolution of which we are a part and that only by compre- 
hensive plans which are economically sound can we elimi- 
nate the waste which is the real factor in our hardships. 

The two great classes of farmers, the grain farmers and 
the stock farmers are shifting. The trend of agriculture in 
the older and more settled communities where land acquires 
a high value, is toward stock farming. Amongst many 
reasons involved in this at least two are sufficient. 

There is no doubt that on the whole fertility can be more 
simply and effectively maintained in connection with stock; 
there is a general impression more or less sound that a farm- 
er can sell his produce to himself for stock feeding to better 
advantage than through more complicated transfer. 

Under the best management these propositions are prob- 
ably true. Under poor management it is probably not true 
at all. 

The ultimate purpose of a stock handler is to sell his 
stock which has appreciated in value through the atten- 
tion that he has devoted to it. The essence of this question 
consequently is appreciation in value. In order to justify 
as a business proposition stock must be acquired either 
by breeding or purchasing at an advantageous price. It 
must be grown and developed by judicious use of materials. 
It must be marketed under conditions which secure to the 
owner a fair price. Under favorable conditions this price 
will mean a profit. Under conditions only slightly unfav- 
orable this price will mean a loss. The lapse of time be- 
tween the first term of this sequence and the last varies. 
It may be a short time in the case of swine. It may be very 
long time in the case of dairy stock. but the period always 
is long enough and the steps involved sufficiently obscure 
to make it quite possible to be lacking a clear knowledge 
as to whether on the whole the transaction has been profit- 
able or the reverse. 

It is not my purpose to go into the subject of farm econ- 
omics. It is with regard to the first and last terms that 
I am asked to give my views. 

The buying and selling of live stock are the extreme acts 
in this commercial transaction. 
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Generally speaking a farmer does not buy a great deal 
of live stock. Nevertheless it is probable that a wise and 
progressive farmer even though an extensive breeder will 
purchase more or less stock and of course with respect to 
breeders and feeders of cattle for the market purchase will 
be a regular factor. 

The limits of this paper will not permit a broad discus- 
sion of these activities. General principles are true for all 
phases of the market and specific considerations are very 
many with respect to the purchase and sale of dairy cattle 
to which I shall direct my attention. 

Demand for more economical production of dairy cattle 
and dairy produce is emphatic. As farmers come to realize 
the small margin upon which they have been running, 
representing the value of product above cost of production, 
they become eager for better stock. 

Whatever specific method they pursue to acquire such 
stock the element of purchase is inevitably important. 

To any individual the question hence is, how can I buy 
the thing which I need to reinforce my herd. The question 
is not simple. His neighbor does not as a rule offer for sale 
his best cattle. The time and effort involved in hunting 
for stock is almost prohibitive. 


The opportunity for careful estimate as to the value and 
adaptability to his particular needs is meager and inade- 
quate. The result is that it is more difficult today to pur- 
chase stock safely than it is to market it. " 

For the farmer who is patiently undertaking to build 
up a herd, the proposition is not so difficult. The careful 
purchase of a sire, coupled with intelligent selection of 
produce is probably an adequate process. 

For those, however, who are anxious to branch out into 
more rapid or more aggressive breeding operations there 
is a necessity for broader operations. There has grown 
up in the dairy world the institution of public sales as a 
result, which will furnish a market for those who wish to 
buy and those who wish to sell. On the face of it this ap- 
pears to be a simple and effective process, whereby the 
needs of all can be accommodated. Deeper analysis how- 
ever, would teach and experience has clearly demonstrated 
that the public sale is good or bad according to its charac- 
ver. 

If it is true that the public sale is a sound business idea, 
as I believe it is, true the problem is then simplified, even 
if not made easy by concentrating attention upon the funda- 
mental character of the sale. There are breeders who have 
sufficient leisure and sufficient capital and a large enough 
business organization co provide themselves with what cattle 
they need at privatesale. There are breeders whose standing 
has been sufficiently established to be able to sell in private 
a Surplus which they care to market; but taken by and large, 
these conditions do not obtain and the great mass of breeders 
who wish to carry on operations, be they more or less in 
extent need a stable machinery for marketing upon which 
they can depend and toward which the purchasing or sell- 
ing public shall turn with confidence. 

I call your attention to the fact that in the long run, the 
essence of this proposition is confidence, and the founda- 
tion of confidence is experience. 

In the hurly-burly of stock trade in recent years, many 
needs have developed which furnish food for careful re- 
flection. The average farmer who has a few cows and heif- 
ers to dispose of in the year, really needs a broker. 

Thus far public sales of grade cattle have not been fre- 
quent. It will probably be a long time before grade cattle 
will be so disposed of in general. There is no essential res- 
son however, why regular sales calculated to handle the 
surplus of the average farmer in groups and communities 
cannot be developed. 
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There is, however, some question whether that is an 
economical project. Experience has not sufficiently developed 
to show whether the great fluctuation in the demand for 
grade cattle can be adequately forseen and met by sales 
at stated intervals. 


In Great Britain the local sales and markets are developed 
to a high degree. Conditions there, are very different both 
as to farm economics and as to distribution and extent of 
territory, so that conclusions are not drawn lightly from 
analogy, but even our present method of buying and sell- 
ing milch cattle through buyers and brokers is finally de- 
pendent upon the quality and integrity of the man so 
employed. 

Investigation will show that there is as much or more 
difference in the standing of cattle brokers both with farm- 
ers from whom they buy and the large consumers to whom 
they sell than there is in the standing of sales organiza- 
tions which are dealing in pure bred cattle. 


The stipulations which we are about to make as to public 
sales can be made with equal force as to the operations 
and reliability of local buyers. The man who has standing asa 
square delaer deserves our support. The man who has the 
reputation of being tricky, deserves no confidence. 


It is open to any farmer having stock for sale with the 
present large demand for stock, to make his choice as to 
the kind of buyer with whom he will deal. 


In the long run a dishonest buyer even though he pay 
to the farmer full price will damage the market. The hon- 
est and trustworthy buyer, even though he be a somewhat 
closer buyer, in the long run will strengthen the market. It 
is important for farmers to realize this remote develop- 
ment of what seems at any one moment to be a minor 
consideration. 


With reference to pure bred animals, market considera- 
tions are somewhat different and in some ways much more 
important. 

Why should farmers go in for pure bred stock? The 
ordinary answer that pure bred stock is better is not suf- 
ficient answer. 

In the first place pure bred stock is not necessarily better 
than well bred grade stock. All observers know that in 
well managed herds containing both grade and pure bred 
stock, the grade may show fully as much profit in imme- 
diate production. 

Considering the cost of investment this condition may 
obtain up to the point of a high development in the pure 
bred enterprise. Outside of mere fancy, the only sufficient 
reason for going into pure bred dairy stock is a deliberate 
purpose to build up consistently, patiently and thorough a 
long period of time a herd of really high quality. 

The question may be easily asked, is that not always the 
reason? Based upon observation, my answer is in the 
negative. 

In a vague way, the purpose of handling pure bred stock 
would always be stated as an effort to build up a fine herd, 
but in point of fact we know that in the minds of many farm- 
ers who thus embark there is a strong element of gamble. 
We have become dazzled by phenomenal production and 
sensational prices. 

Every breeder of registered dairy cattle must carry some- 
where in his mind the possibility of producing such a phe- 
nomena. The test, however, of soundness of the enterprise 
is the idea which dominates the matter. The breeder who 
purchases his pure bred stock, breeds them, tests them, 
and develops them, with reference to elevating the whole 
standard and quality of his herd and farm will succeed and 
will profit correspondingly by being in the pure bred ranks. 
The breeder who buys, breeds and tests with the sole pur- 
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pose of making large records, and of being able to sell at 
sensational prices is more than liable to fail. 


The farmer who makes his agricultural operations pri- 
mary and handles his stock as an essential but still subor- 
dinant part of his operations, will progress. 

The farmer, who, carried away by the glamour of excep- 
tional production, and intoxicating publicity, neglects his 
farm and allows it to be subordinate to his stock interests 
will retrogress. 

The difference is distinctly one of ideals, and in no branch 
of human industry are ideals of more importance nor more 
calculated to make or break an enterprise. The way is 
strewn with the wrecks of breeders who have substituted 
for their agricultural ideals, purely speculative ideals. 


I feel that we cannot too deeply realize nor too strongly 
warn against the unsoundness of such agricultural con- 
ceptions. It is consequently, for the benefit of those farm- 
ers who have genuine agricultural ideals and sound plans 
that we must emphasize the importance of a reliable market, 


If it could ever be true that the purchaser of a dairy ani- 
mal could know by inspection all of the facts necessary to 
intelligent selection, there would be little difficulty. As 
a matter of fact, however, the history of an animal either 
as an individual or through its ancestry, is essential to its 
valuation. The question then is simple, shall the history 
be true or false, complete or incomplete, and this is the 
crux of the whole situation. 


In some respects, in the pure bred circles, the history of 
animals has been carefully recorded and its accuracy safe- 
guarded so that there is practically no risk. The pedigree 
is, as a rule, beyond question. The official record as to 
production so far as the actual test goes, is practically 
safeguarded. In both of these respects, what is now lack- 
ing can easily be reinforced, but there are other consider- 
ations involved of the greatest importance which relate 
not to public records, but to the private knowledge of the 
owners. Herein lies the factor of very great difficulty. To 
what extent is an owner under obligation to state all the 
facts with reference to his animal? 

At how much pains must he present a true picture of 
it? 

Such questions go into the very depths of human con- 
flicts, and serve to set before us all conceivable gradations 
of honesty. 

It is not likely that in this line of business universal 
honesty can be expected than in other business. The ques- 
tion then becomes, what are the practical means whereby 
uncertainty and chicanery can be reduced to the minimum 
and in consequence reliability and confidence brought to 
its highest level? 

Up to this time these requirements have not been met 
with any considerable completeness. Although I think it 
is fair to say that the quality of the sales and the standards 
controlling have improved somewhat, close observers of 
the situation know that there are not established such 
rigid standards of dealing as are indespensible if the public 
sale is to become a permanent and reliable factor in our 
agricultural calculations. 

There has been too much tendency for the managers of sales 
to say the public must take its own chances, assuming that 
they assert nothing that is untrue. 


As a gambling proposition that is undoubtedly reason- 
able but as applying to the serious question of developing 
a phase of our public welfare problems it is indefensible. 

There are two essential elements in the makeup of a 
public sale. One is the quality of the stock offered; the 


other is the ideals dominating the sale and all that per- 
tains to it. 
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As between a sale of poor stock and good ideals and a 
sale of good stock with poor ideals, the sale with poor ideals 
will do infinitely more harm. 


There is a natural pride which sales managers entertain 
as to the results of a sale measures in money or average 
price. It is perfectly right that a mangaement should 
desire to present for approval stock which the public will 
accept at a high valuation, but cunningly to devise methods 
whereby the average sale price shall be artificially exag- 
gerated will all its attendant injustice is worthy only of 
condemnation. 


Not only is it hard upon the purchasing public but it 
absolutely blows out the foundations from the institution 
which we are trying to erect. 


I repeat the foundation of the public sale in the long 
run must be confidence and confidence can be built up only 
by unwavering allegiance to honest methods. 


In this indictment I have not in mind specific sales. I 
have in mind in some degree or other the whole sale busi- 
ness as it has been up to this time conducted. 

There are degrees of departure from that which ought 
to be. Some sales are worse than others, but it does not 
lie in the mouth of anybody engaged in public sales to make 
charges against others unless they can come into the field 
with absolutely clean hands. 

It is not presumable that a breeder is likely to offer at 
public sale any considerable percentage of his best cattle, 
but it clearly lies within the province of the sale manage- 
ment that he shall not offer his worst cattle. 

It seems to me that not only the public interest but 
principles of self preservation should make it imperative 
for the sale management to exercise such supervision and 
selection of offerings as shall be consistent with its stan- 
dards and propositions. 

It is also entirely within the province of a sale manage- 
ment to discriminate against consignors who are known 
to be untrustworthy. 

The public sale is not a matter of sentiment. It is a 
matter of business; a matter of good faith and a matter of 
public service. 


These factors are not antagonistic; they are entirely 
consistent and in fact a sale which does not give due weight 
to all these will never become a trustworthy institution. 
I will further say that inasmuch as the managers of sales 
are as a rule experts, have access to the facts pertaining to 
cattle more than the ordinary and are responsible for creat- 
ing an atmosphere of stimulation and enthusiasm in the 
course of the sale, that easily carries people past their best 
judgment, and in further consideration of the fact that 
many purchasers are neither experts as to the cattle nor 
thoroughly informed as to the basis of values as represented 
by pedigree and record, it is incumbent upon the manage- 
ment to protect the ordinary buyer by every safeguard 
and assurance which can reasonably be invoked. 


The sales managenent which can create in the minds of 
the public a sense of security as to the integrity of the sale 
will in the long run outstrip any management of question- 
able integrity, no matter what the offerings of such man- 
agement may be. 

There may very well be a difference of opinion as to the 
type of cattle which ought to be offered for sale. It is not 
my purpose to discuss the type so far as it is represented by 
appearance, a matter which is obvious and largely a matter 
of taste. But when it comes to the deeper facts related 
to animals, their history as individuals or in the herd, there 
are certain stipulations which every management should 
set for itself and to which it should demand that its con- 
signors freely subscribe.

Although as a rule the sales management cannot be held 
legally responsible for misrepresentations as to the character 
of cattle, it is in position so to determine the facts as to 
lead them to exclude animals which are under suspicion. 

There are factors as to the physical makeup of animals 
which must be regarded as vital: 

First, as to tuberculosis. It is noteworthy that argu- 
ments which a few years ago it was necessary to put forth 
and strongly maintain on the subject of tuberculosis in 
cattle are now superfluous. Practically the discussion as 
to the seriousness of this question has ceased. Everybody 
acknowledges its enormous importance. Questions of 
method are still before us for decision, but that it is a prob- 
lem to be attacked at every angle is beyond question and 
that it is hopeful of solution is largely demonstrated by 
the tremendous improvenent which we in this state can see 
in the few years in which active measures have been pur- 
sued. Nevertheless the day has not passed when tuber- 
culosis cattle will be offered at public sale and that with 
full knowledge on the part of the consignors and often with 
full knowledge on the part of the sale management. 


There is no language strong enough to condemn this 
situation. It is not an occasional occurrence, it is a very 
common occurrence, and public opinion must be so focussed 
upon it and the character of the transaction as to its commer- 
cial honesty must be so indelibly stamped that by depar- 
ture from the straight course on the part of either con- 
signor or management should be sufficient to utterly destroy 
confidence in both. 

This is not simply a matter of dishonesty in the individ- 
ual transaction it is a matter of treason to the whole live 
stock enterprise, and individuals who cannot see without 
pressure the importance of the matter should be made to 
feel it by every penalty, legal or moral, that the public can 
apply. 

The most important factor in determining the reliabil- 
ity of this transaction is the integrity which includes the 
capacity of the official tester. The accredited veterinary 
who can be bought or influenced is worthy of not the slight- 
est confidence in what he presents. The business is full 
of instances of conscientious testors who are not acceptable 
because of their influencing adherence to facts. It is of 
course equally full of instances of men who are preferred 
for these purposes because they will compromise with the 
facts. 

There is but one solution to this, it is determination by 
the management as to who are capable and honest men 
and the insistence that all parties shall measure up to the 
standard set. 

So important is this factor that I am disposed to think 
that the transaction should be made to turn upon this 
test and the man who makes it. I consequently question 
the advisibility of selling cattle subject to retest In ninety 
days, or similar period. 

There should be a limit to the liability of a seller. If he 
is presenting cattle which he believes to be sound, backed 
by veterinary examination which he and all others believe 
‘to be honest, the liability should terminate at that point, 
rather than be dependent upon subsequent retest. 

The guarantee for a period of time tends to lessen the 
vital importance of the primary test and I believe the impor- 
tance of the primary test should be emphasized to its fullest 
extent. 

In case fraud can be shown as having entered into the 
primary test, the buyer has as full legal recourse as though 
there were an extended guarantee,but it has seemed to me that 
there were an extended guarantee, but it has seemed to 
me that the extended guarantee is nothing but an adver- 


tising makeweight and that it has not at bottom sufficient 
justice to make it a primary stipulation, as a rule, in the 
sale. 

When the management of a sale takes an unequivocal 
stand upon this question of tuberculosis and demands that 
there should be no suggestion of quibble, and if in addi- 
tion, it exposes for public scrutiny the cattle test papers 
of a fully accredited testor, it has in my judgment per- 
formed its full day. Devices of an extraordinary nature in 
the way of guarantees which are not sufficiently sound to 
become universal, weaken rather than strengthen the gen- 
eral proposition. 

Second, as to the contagious abortion. No single calam- 
ity can befall a herd as important in its immediate bearings - 
as contagious abortion. This subject is fraught with utmost 
seriousness and difficulty. 

Contagious abortion is extremely wide spread in the 
dairy world. All of the older dairy regions are more or less 
permeated with it. Practically nobody escapes it indefin- 
itely and the immediate loss involved together with the 
extreme difficulty and uncertainty of its management place 
it as one of the calamaties to which the breeder is subject. 

Fortunately it is for the most part a self limited trouble. 
All experienced men are familiar with its outbreaks and are 
familiar with the fact that spontaneously, in the course 
of two or three years, it clears up. 

It is not my purpose to discuss Its nature or its manage- 
ment. It is my purpose to insist that the man who inten- 
tionally puts into a sale, or the management which know- 
ingly permits in a sale an animal actively carrying conta- 
gious abortion, is a criminal. 

The practical application of this idea, however, is not 
entirely simple. Although it is perhaps true that scientific 
methods can determine contagious abortion from acci- 
dental abortion, these methods are not sufficiently recog- 
nized and the facilities for using them not sufficiently wide 
spread to make it thus far a practical safety. The least, 
however, that can be demanded is that the facts with refer- 
ence to a cow shall be stated. If she has calved abnormally, 
or failed to calve or if there is any other phase of her breed- 
ing that is open to question, the facts should be demanded 
by the management of the sale and fully set forth. 

With all the facts presented to the public, it is reason- 
able to agree that the buyer may estimate his risks and take 
his chances, but without a full statement of the facts, the 
most expert buyer is without any protection and if sub- 
jected to the risk, which he would not naturally assume, 
is the victim of contemptible fraud. 

Bear in mind this is not a simple question of an honest 
transaction. It is a question of reliability of an institution 
which we are trying to build up for the purpose of promoting 
this greatest of industries, and anything which tends to 
weaken its foundations is treachery to the whole industry. 


Third, most of the questions as to constitution and as 
to other peculiarities of the dairy cow are reasonably sub- 
ject to judgment from inspection. 

There are, however, specific flaws as to feeding peculiar- 
ities and milking peculiarities which cannot be known ex- 
cept by experience. In a private transaction, it is a simple 
question of honest dealing, In a public sale it is proper 
that these matters should be made a subject of the most 
careful inquiry and discrimination by the management. 

There are limits to what a management can find out and 
know. There are questions as to what the motive of a con- 
signer may be, but accepting all of those qualifications, it 
is perfectly sound to demand that every defect which a 
managemeng can determine in advance shall be specifically 
set forth before a sale is consumated.

It may be objected that in making these demands we are 
establishing an unreasonable standard of guaranty; that 
after all, a public sale is not for the purpose of furnishing 
a market and not for the purpose of protecting its buyers. 

My answer is twofold; First, that it is nota normal maket 
but a strictly artificial market to which the public is at- 
tracted by the character of the management and the repu- 
tation of the community. The buyer and seller are not 
upon equal terms, but by reason of the rapidity of the 
transactions and various features inherent in the auction 
business, opportunity for careful examination and mature 
judgment are lacking, and in a transaction where definite 
knowledge and deliberate plans are on _ one side, 
and hasty impression and competitive bidding on the other, 
every possible means whereby the parties to the transaction 
can be put upon an equal footing as to foundations for judg- 
ment, must be reasonable to demand. Moreover, public 
sales are dependent upon buyers and buyers are not indef- 
initely gullible. In the long run the public sale will be a 
permanent institution just in proportion to the safety which 
buyers may feel in regard to the fundamental honesty of 
the sale. 

Although this argument appears to be for the benefit of 
the buyer, a moment’s reflection shows that ultimately 
it is the salvation of the seller. 

A man who conducts a farm, sells his produce to his herd 
for the purpose of selling his increase at their full value, 
needs a reliable, economical stable market. 

It is a prevailing opinion that the public sale at stated 
intervals will furnish that market, but I go back to my 
original proposition, the essence of that market is its char- 
acter; the strength of it, is confidence; the test of it, experi- 
ence. P 
There are other factors with regard to the public sale, 
of great importance, though perhaps less essential. 

First of these, I would enumerate mercantile squareness. 
Shall a man be permitted to bid against his own cattle even 
indirectly? Bye-bidding is generally commended as a 
dishonest practice. Where it is secretly done, it is distinctly 
fraudulent. Has it been eliminated from our public sales? 
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Everyone who is familiar with it knows that not only has it 
not been eliminated, but that variations of bye-bidding, 
in the way of elaborate schemes for increasing values, have 
happened to a scandalous extent. Can the business end 
of the public sale survive crooked? 


It matters not how high the quality of the offering, nor 
how great the reputation of the sales management, a deal 
which is commercially crooked tends to ruin the business, 
and there is but one remedy for it, which is publicity. 

Many other things I might take up of minor importance. 
The preparation of cattle for sale, their sanitary surround- 
ings and all the ordinary factors of good management. 
Time forbids me to go into it. 


I have chosen to concentrate my attention upon the 
public sale, in the belief that it is an institution of value. 
Influential breeders are not all satisfied, however, that 
it is for them desirable. 

Here and there public sales by individual breeders will 
be held. This however, does not apply to the rank and file 
of the industry. The majority of breeders are dependent 
either upon private sale or the consignment sale. 


For many reasons the consignment sale is preferable. 
The simple question is, can it be made trustworthy? 

I have sufficiently indicated the obligation which seems 
to me to rest upon the managers of the sale. Square deal- 
ing men will need no pressure. Human nature, however, 
is to be reckoned with. The ultimate control in this mat- 
ter will rest with the consumer; the purchasing public. 


The key to the matter is publicity. Let us not as farm- 
ers and breeders quietly submit to repeated imposition. 

If a sale is of high standard, honest as to quality and 
methods, let it be strongly patronized. 

If a sale is questionable in its methods, let it be shunned. 
Let us call a spade a spade and justify ourselves in the 
denunciation of that which is trustworthy, not only upon 
abstract grounds of morality, but with that enlightened sel- 
fishness that leads us to see that the relationship between 
the success of our operations and our market is immediate 
and vital.

the constantly recurring outbreaks of foot and 
mouth disease in England which precluded us from getting 
cattle on to the Atlantic Transport steamers in London we 
were despairing of the situation and wondering if we should 
ever ship again. 

Many of your readers in common with many of the breed- 
ers here must wonder why we, on a perfectly clean island, 
are penalised from shipping our cattle to the United States, 
because England, with a hundred miles of sea between us, 
has foot and mouth disease. 

Let me explain—if I can; but the situation is a bit com- 
plicated. First, I must tell you that the Channel Islands 
although an appanage of the English crown are not part of 
the United Kingdom. They have Home Rule, make their 
own laws, and pay no taxation to the British Government. 
Still they have the preference which is accorded to all Bri- 
tish possessions and would have been allowed the privilege 
of transhipping cattle in an English port, without quaran- 
tine, but for the ignorance of the draughtsman who drew up 
the English law, as to the whereabouts of the Channel Is- 
lands. By this oversight, they were classed as a foreign 
country and as such have to put up with all the restrictions 
appertaining to foreign countries. This means that before 
being shipped in an English port cattle have to be put into 
quarantine for 12 hours in a Government quarantine station. 

Now the quarantine stations in England are few; Bristol, 
Liverpool, Glasgow and Southampton. London for some 
inscrutable reason, has been left out. 

The Atlantic Transport Co. steamers which carry our 
cattle sail from London, so that to reach them we have to 
ship from this Island to Southampton, put the animals into 
quarantine there, and then send them by rail to London 
for re-shipment. Your Government, with a knowledge of 
this, quite rightly, refuses to allow cattle to be shipped that 
have been carried by rail over an infected country. 

But we have a “get out” during February and March, 
when the Atlantic Transport steamers call at Southampton, 
and that is the “get out” we are enjoying now. 

The first visitor we have had this year is Mr. Charles A. 
Marsh of Waterloo, lowa, who has selected a very handsome 
lot of animals, 68 from this island, and 20 from Alderney. 
quarantine at Athenia. 

By the time these lines are in print, I expect many of your 
readers will have inspected the bunch, and I am sure will 
have been well repaid for so doing, as—provided they are 
not too much knocked about with a mid-winter crossing— 
they are as promising a lot of cattle as I have ever shipped. 

The lot was headed by the bull Raymond’s Pearl King 
2560 P. S., the premier bull of 1912, winner of the Kings 
Cup and the first prize. To my thinking, his principal merit 
lay in the fact that his dam is making a good record for 
our new Advanced Register with 7376 lbs. milk, 456 lbs. 
fat in eight months; while his grand dam has the honour of 
being No. 1. A. R. with 8977 lbs. milk, 454 lbs. fat. 

Within a few days of Mr. Marsh’s arrival, Mr. F. S. Peer 
was on the island selecting high class animals such as he 
always does. With the long intervegnum there has been,

there has been a chance for good animals to accumulate, 
and I took care that Mr. Peer saw the best. 

His lot will be shipped from Southampton on March 15th, 
and will therefore be in quarantine at Athenia at the end of 
that month. There ought to be some animals to suit the 
most exacting tastes in his lot of about 100. 

He will bring with him the Kings cup bull Princess Jewel 
and his son, Diamond of the Tertre, together with a long 
string of daughters of both these sires. There are not any 
bulls on the island carrying so much of the may Rose blood 
as these, and for this reason apart from their great individu- 
ality, they are valuable. 

He has acquired the herd of Mr. T. M. Simon, one of our 
principal breeders of show cattle, who is retiring from busi- 
ness. This little lot of twelve is a show in itself. 

On March Ist, I am shipping a lot of 20 heifers for your 
President Mr. C. L. Hill together with about 60 young heifers 
for Mr. J. S. Govin, Mr. G. C. Cooper, and Mr. H. W. Gris- 
wold. These are nearly all daughters or grand daughters 
of Governor of The Chene, and, unless I am vastly mistaken, 
a great many of them will make big records when their time 
come. They are going into the right hands. 

We are making great strides with our Advanced Registry. 
At the time of writing, 9 cows have completed their years 
test and have all qualified quite meritoriously when it is 
taken into consideration that there is no such thing as scien- 
tific feeding practised here. I am convinced that under the 
conditions prevailing on your side, these same animals would 
have added at least a third to their records. 

-I am sending you on the records as they are com- 
pleted so that your readers can be kept in touch with what 
we are doing and can be assured we are keeping in the right 
road.

My first step was to purchase a registered Guernsey bull 
calf, The dam of this calf was an animal that was owned 
on a farm where the milk was weighed daily and a Bab- 
cock test of the milk was made every month, so I was able 
to get a complete record of the production of the bull’s 
mother. The calf which | bought was a registered animal 
so was strongly re-enforced with the qualities of the breed. 


Grade Guernseys with Good Records. 


We also commenced the daily weighing of the milk and 
once a month made a Babcock test of the milk so as to de- 
termine the percentage of butterfat. At the end of the first 
year’s work of record keeping we found that our cows had 
made an average of 4400 lbs. of milk while our best one 
had given us 5500 lbs. The average butter fat production 
was 186 lbs. while one cow made 232 lbs. 

By discarding the low producers and using the Guernsey 
bull to breed from, we, in six years raised the average pro- 
duction of milk up to 5430 lbs. and the butter fat up to 
255 lbs. Following along the same line of breeding and select- 
ing for nine years more, having in the meantime purchased 
a second and then a third Guernsey bull I had the produc- 
tion up to 6850 lbs. of milk and 315 lbs. of butter fat. With 


the close of the year 1912 I had the average production up 
to 7144 lbs. of milk per cow and 338 lbs. of butter fat per 
cow. Taking the period covered by my breeding and weeding 
work I have gained 2744 lbs. of milk per cow and 152 lbs. 
of butter fat. Through the influence of the Guernsey blood 
| have made a larger per cent. of gain in butter fat than in 
milk and | have also improved the character of my butter 
both in texture and color. Furthermore, the grade animals 
which I have for sale are in demand at good prices. 


Grade Yearling Heifers 


My expense for Guernsey bull to breed up my herd has 
been only $220, part of this, in fact, nearly all of it has 
come back from the sale of the bulls after | was through 
with them. I do not practice in-breeding so I have a ma- 
ture bull to sell about every three or four years. In my 
neighborhood and state the Guernsey is gaining in favor 
and is sought for at paying prices to the men who are breed- 
ing. 

I desire to urge our dairy men to use pure blood bulls 
in the breeding of their cows and where milk and butter 
fat of the best quality are desired, the Guernsey will be 
the best investment that the husbandman can make, and 
if he will couple with this purchase the daily use of the 
milk scales he will reap a lasting profit from his work.

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HE charge is often made that the cost of advanced 

registry work is prohibitive to the average farmer 

or to the owner of a small herd. Before | entered 
upon it I shared in the feeling, sometimes expressed by 
the inexperienced, that the advanced registry is a nice play- 
thing for the agriculturist but too risky and expensive for 
the farmer. I had been accustomed to weigh my milk and 
to make the Babcock test at intervals. I knew therefore, 
or thought I did, what my cows were doing. What more 
could | hope for? After a year of trial I propose to tell 
my story of what actually happened. If I don’t get it all 
down, | shall be glad to tell the rest of it if the questions 
are put to me. 

I purchased my first pure-bred Guernseys six years ago 
—a bull calf and a yearling heifer. They looked so good 
to me that within six months I bought two more heifers 
and one two-year-old in calf. Two years ago! imported 
three heifers and bought another young bull. These were 
the foundation of my herd, costing all told, $2,075. I now 


have, barring deaths, accidents and sales, a total herd of 


twenty. This is the limit which I have set for myself. The 
toll from accident and death has been heavy, one a year, 
but fortunately of a kind that leaves no trace. My herd 
is tuberculin tested, is now and always has been free from 
disease. The sale of surplus stock has been limited to bull 
calves, excepting one young cow sold since she completed 
her A. R. test, and a two-year old bull. The total income 
from this source has been $2,200. 

Since beginning advanced registry tests in September, 
1911, twelve cows have come into milk and all have been 
entered. The following statistics relate to these cows up 
to January 1, 1913. At that time three were still under test 
and nine had completed their records within the previous 
three months. Inasmuch as I propose to test all my cows 
as rapidly as they come into milk, | can see no better time 
to cast accounts than as at the end of December, 1912. 

The table on following page shows the feed consumed by 
each animal, its cost, the production of each, and the value of 
the milk. 

The amount of feed given is an outside figure. No account 
was kept of waste, which, particularly in hay and roughage 
was always something. Probably the charge for hay is one- 
third too great. 

It will be seen that the cost of feed is abnormally high. 
That is the penalty of farming within thirty miles of New 
York City. On the other hand, the receipts are correspond- 
ingly better. I give the facts as they are and let others 
draw their own conclusions. Cream only was sold, and some 
of it sold at a rate higher than that given in the table. Skim 
milk was fed to calves, pigs and chickens. The value is 
set at 25 cts. per hundred pounds. In the cash account 
given below, manure is credited at the commercial rate 
which is probably too low considering the feed consumed. 
The expense account is also abnormally high because I 
have found that while I could not get on with less than one 
herdsman and a helper for milking, the two could easily 
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have cared for twice the number of cows. So, too, with 
other items; the relative expense would have been much 
less with two or three times the size of my herd. But | 
give it as it stands on my books, making liberal estimates 
for some uncertain items. No account is taken of deprecia- 
tion because the work of the year has added enormously 
to the value of the herd. If any notice were taken, it would 
appear as a credit. For example, the calves sold early 
would have brought twice as much if they had been kept 
till their dams’ records were known. As it is, | have given 
the value of the calves at what I sold them for or what I 
could have sold them for at any time. It is probably true 
that two of the cows would sell for more today than the 
entire herd before they were tested. Hence, the items 
counted err, if at all, on the conservative side.

The record shows that one pound of concentrates was 
fed for each 2.6 pounds of milk. It cost me for feed $1.22 
to produce one hundred pounds of milk, and 25cts. for a 
pound of butter fat. These rates are of course ex- 
cessive, but if I were situated as the average farm- 
er is so that advantage could be taken of feeds produced at 
normal rates, these charges could be materially reduced. 
As it is, | have only twenty-two acres of tillable land. Four 
acres are planted in rotation to corn for the silo, four to oats 
and peas for hay, and eight to clover and alfalfa. Of the 
remainder, three or four acres are reserved for soiling crops. 
This gives a succession of green feed throughout the summer 
and early fall when the pastures are poor. No grain of 
any kind is grown. Pasturage is ample at all times for

While I have asserted my belief that the advanced reg- 
istry test will pay any man who has a good herd—perhaps 
pay best of all the man who has a poor herd if he thereby 
gets rid of his star boarders—the question still remains, 
is it an economic proposition? Does one year’s test give a 
fair estimate of a-cow’s production? The obvious answer 
is—Yes and no. It certainly tells something of the 
cow’s maximum ability but it does not teH the full story 
of her ordinary working ability. The full story would 
include the results of two successive calendar years. Some 
day, I fancy, we shall apply such a test. If a cow gives milk 
twelve months of one year and is dry five or six months 
of the following year, the first year’s record is misleading. 
Put the two years together and strike an average; then 
you have a closer approximation to the truth. I propose to 
keep account with my cows during this second year. If the 
results seem worth while, I shall be as willing to publish 
them for the information of those who want facts concern- 
ing advanced registry work as I am to give here the outcome 
of the first year’s trial. The advanced registry must stand 
or fall on what it legitimately does in the advancement of 
practical dairying. In the long run all deception and dis- 
tortion must yield to an honest interpretation of the facts. 
My statement may not be in all respects creditable to my 
judgment as an economist, or flattering to my ability as a 
dairyman, but it opens the way to confession by those who 
know better than I what to do and who are more successful 
in doing it. 


Annual General Meeting of Royal Guernsey Agricultural 
and Horticultural Society. 


The annual general meeting of the Royal Guernsey Agri- 
eultural and Horticultural Society was held recently in the 
New Market Hall under the presidency of Mr. Osmond 
Priaulx, one of the three Vice-Presidents of the Society. 
Supporting him were his colleagues, Messrs. Wm. Mauger, 
and Mr. John Carre, and the Secretary-Treasurer, Mr. 
Henry Carre, was in attendance. 

Some 150 members were present, and, as anticipated, 
the meeting lasted three hours, opening at 6 o'clock, and 
closing at 9 o’clock. 

The main business of the meeting was the election of the 
various officials, and the town and country members of Com- 
mittee. This occupied a considerable time, being by bal- 
lot. Mr. John Carre at the close of the meeting gave notice 
that at the next annual general meeting he would move a 
proposition to recind the rule allowing ballots. 

At 8.45 the Chairman announced that he would allow Mr. 
Charles Kitts (Secretary), to read the rules decided upon 
for the governing of the milk and butter tests, and then 
adjourn the meeting to another date for the rules to be 
discussed. 

Mr. Kitts read the rules, which were mainly based, after 
careful consideration, on the American standard. The tests 
did not compare in the feeding, he observed, but they oper- 
ated generally on identical lines. 

Colonel William Bell C. B., the Society’s President, was 
absent owing to indisposition. His long and faithful ser- 
vices to the Society were ably referred to by Messrs. John 
Carre and Mr. W. H. Foote, and, needless to add, he was 
unanimously re-elected to a further term of office. On the 
proposition of Mr. Foote it was decided that a letter of 
condolence and sympathy be sent to him. 

Mr. Osmond Priaulx was unanimously re-elected as Vice- 
President. 
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Mr. Wm. Mauger’s decision not to remain in office was 
generally deplored. On his proposition, seconded by Mr, 
Jas. Martel (Villocq), Mr. W. H. Foote was elected to re. 
place him. 

Mr. John Carre was also unanimously re-elected as Vice. 
President after his long and diligent services to the Society 
had been made the subject of eulogy. 

Major J. R. Peake (Castel) hoped that the words used by 
Mr. Wm. Mauger as his reason for declining re-election— 
the need of fresh blood on the Committee—would be borne 
in mind and carried into operation. 

Mr. Jas. Martel: 1 propose that no cattle exporters 
should be on the Committee. 

Mr. J. G. Browning advanced what he termed his “old 
old story,” viz., that the Town members should collect fees 
as the country members did. 

Mr. John Carre thought this was entirely a matter for 
the Committee.

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Maple Farm of Midlothian 


The Beginning of a Farm in which Guernseys are Taking a Prominent Part 


ROM a tract of worn-out farm-land to one of the 
FE best cultivated farms in the region; from nothing 
to one of the most up-to-date breeding establish- 
ments in the West; such, in a few words, has been the growth 
of Maple Farm of Midlothian, Illinois. Some time ago 
Mr. Chas. D. Ettinger, the owner of Maple Farm, visited 
an estate owned by one of his friends, and then and there, 
determined to have a place of his own which would not only 
be a model in its line, but which would as soon as well-or- 
ganized, be self-supporting. With that idea in mind he 
purchased a tract of land of one hundred and six acres, 
setting aside six acres of this for a Country Home and 
leaving the balance for a farm. This purchase represented 
two large corn-fields without a tree or shrub of any kind 
on it. It adjoined the Midlothian Country Club Grounds 
about twenty-five miles out of Chicago. In the spring of 
1909 he erected his Country Home and garage and laid 
out the grounds with the aid of a landscape architect. Later 
in that year he started operations on the farm, cultivating 
the land and erecting the buildings; and, in the fall of the 
next year, commenced purchasing stock of the very best 
breeding. Already the farm is becoming celebrated for 
the excellence of its products and the superiority of the 
individuals in the different herds and flocks. With such 
a growth in twenty-two months it is hard to predict what 
the future of the place will be, but it is safe to say that, if 
the present plans are followed, it will not be many years 
before breeders who wish to purchase the best strains of 
Guernsey cattle, Belgian draft horses, Chester White pigs 
and White Plymouth Rock poultry, will find the highest 
types of all breeds of Maple Farm. 
If any one thing on Mr. Ettinger’s place stands pre-emi- 
nent over all the many good things, it is the excellent herd of 
Guernseys which he has gathered together in the short space 


of time which has elapsed since the fall of 1910. The great- 
est interest, of course, centers in that wonderful bull at 
the head of the herd, George: Washington of Fairfield Farm 
(10866). For him was paid the record price of three thou- 
sand five hundred dollars and for a number of his daughters 
equally large prices were paid. A glance at the bull’s pedi- 
gree easily explains the reason why Mr. Ettinger has such 
faith in his ability to be of use in improving his herd of 
Guernseys. George Washington of Fairfield Farm’s sire 
is that noted bull Imp. King of the May (9001) who is 
without doubt the greatest sire of high producing females 
in the Guernsey breed. King of the May already has to 
his credit six daughters with records as two-year-olds aver- 
aging over five hundred fifty pounds of fat, a two-year-old 
grand-daughter with a record of six hundred thirty-one 
pounds of fat and a two-and-a-half-year-old grand-daughter 
who holds the world’s record for her age. He has also 
two sons, Jethro Bass (11366) out of Dolly Bloom (12770), 
and Dolly Dimple’s May King of Langwater (12997 out of 
Dolly Dimple (19144), both of whom are fully demonstrat- 
ing their values as sires of large producers. George Wash- 
ington of Fairfield Farm’s dam, Imp. Hayes Richesse 2d 
(15474) is on record as having produced six hundred forty- 
two pounds of fat for the Advanced Registry when five 
years old and was, at the time her record was completed 
the only Guernsey cow that had given over ten thousand 
pounds of milk having an average fat content of above six 
per cent. In addition to having a good sire and dam this 
bull’s pedigree shows that the breeding of his ancestors for 
generations back has been done with the same thought in 
mind—that of emphasizing the milk and butter production 
of the Guernsey breed. 

Besides George Washington of Fairfield Farm he also 
owns Dairymaid’s Stranford of Pinehurst (19003). This 
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bull is sired by a half brother to Dairymaid of Pinehurst 
(24656), the breed’s champion three-year old, and is out 
of Dairymaid of Elm Place (14197), the dam of this wonderful 
cow. Thus he carries much of the best Guernsey blood and 
should prove an able assistant to George Washington of 
Fairfield Farm in the improvement of the Maple Farm 
herd. 


It is almost unnecessary to say that the females in the 
herd are equally as well-bred as is George Washington of 
Fairfield Farm himself. The Sheet Anchor blood is well 
represented by a number of daughters and grand-daughters 
of Pretor (9316) who was sired by Rutila’s Sheet Anchor 
(5701) and is out of Imp. Pretoria (14443). Pretor has 
four daughters who have already qualified for the Advanced 
Registry; his sire, Rutila’s Sheet Anchor, has six daughters 
in the Advanced Registry and Pretor’s dam Imp. Pretoria, 
has made five hundred ninety-five pounds fat in a year 
under Experiment Station supervision. The May Rose 
blood has been introduced by the purchase of a number 
of daughters of George Washington of Fairfield Farm, none 
of which have come in milk as yet but all show substance and 
drop their first calves. The remainder of the herd of about 
twenty-five milking animals is made up of good individ- 
uals that have been purchased from time to time and which 
represent several good lines of breeding. 

Noteworthy among this herd of exceptional animals 
stands Little Consider 2d (21278) a cow who has produced 
in the first six months of her lactation period four hundred 
pounds of fat. She has won six prizes in the Illinois Cow 
Competition during different months, taking first place in 
June 1911, witha fat production of seventy-six and forty-five 
one-hundredths pounds. This cow fully demonstrates the 
value of record-keeping in the determination of good cows. 
Outwardly one would not single her out from a herd as a 
wonderful producer for, although she shows strong consti- 
tution, large udder, tortuous milk veins and has an eye 
showing quality and type through and through, she is rather 
lacking in the barrel and in the general conformation that 
is usually found with the best type of a heavy producer. But 
after all the cow is measured by what she can do rather 
than by how she looks and Little Consider 2d, producing 
as she has such a large amount of milk and fat since she 
last dropped a calf, deserves a place well toward the top of 
the list of exceptional dairy cows. 

Little Consider 2d is probably the best cow in the herd 
but several others are worthy of mention. Imp. Froome’s 
Fascination (23569), a cow showing plenty of quality, has 
made three hundred ninety-one pounds of fat in two hundred 
ninety-two days and Lulu of Pine Grove (20293) three hun- 
dred ninety two pounds in two hundred forty-one days, 
with Imp. Renier’s Cherry (33090) and Rex Eldou 2d (18763) 
doing almost as well. In breeding the Guernseys at Maple 
Farm it is the aim to have a uniformly good producing 
herd and, while no objection will be raised against the phe- 
nomenal cow, the chief aim will be at least four hundred 
pounds of fat per cow yearly; in fact, if a cow cannot come 
up to that standard she cannot stay on the farm. . 

As on all well regulated farms, ensilage is an important 
factor in the economic feeding of the herd. A silo, eighteen 
by thirty-six feet, has been built at one end of the barn 
and will furnish succilent feed throughout the entire year. 
The cows on Advanced Registry test receive, for grain, 
a mixture composed of one part each of bran, corn and oats 
and one-half part of oil meal and Ajax Flakes. The milkers 
in the regular herd get a mixture of equal parts of bran and 
corn meal and one-half part of oil meal. Clover or alfalfa 
hay make up the balance of the ration. 

The most of the product from the herd is made into a 
fancy quality of butter branded “Pure Guernsey Butter” 
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which sells readily at a good price, as does also the butter- 
milk. A little milk is bottled and sold, but only to a small 
extent, as the skimmed milk is needed on the farm for 
raising the calves and hogs. 

The cattle are all housed in the south half of the main 
barn so that the morning sun from the east and the after- 
noon sun from the west together keep the barn well-lighted 
at all times. The milking animals occupy the second floor 
and the young stock have the first floor. To many such 
an arrangement would be objectionable but at Maple Farm 
it works out very nicely since the floors are of concrete 
and a drain, connecting with gutters, takes away all the 
liquid excrement. This liquid is deposited in a large catch 
basin outside the barn and later is pumped into a liquid 
manure spreader and sprinkled on the fields. The sewage 
of the entire farm is taken care of by the Septic Tank Sys- 
tem. As far as possible all parts of the cow barn have been 
made of concrete or iron so that the interior might be quickly 
and effectually washed or disinfected. At one end are 
provided three box stalls for cows having calves. Iron 
tracks go to all parts of the barn furnishing an easy way 
for the handling of feed. There is an opening through the 
floor for handling the manure The manure spreader is 
drawn into the basement and placed underneath this open- 
ing. Every day the manure is hauled out and put where most 
needed. 

A separator room adjoins the main cow-barn, and this 
is equipped with a separator to which an electric motor 
is attached; also an up-to-date washing sink and a ster- 
ilizing oven. In this oven all the utensils used in handling 
the milk in the barn are sterilized after they have been 
thoroughly washed. 

The horses are kept in the north end of the main barn 
and the liquid’ manure is conveyed by gutters to another 
catch basin outside and spread over the fields in the same 
manner as that from the cow stables. There are also pro- 
vided, in addition to the regular sized stalls, three box 
stalls for the mares having colts. It is planned to do all 
the farm work with females and to this end six young reg- 
istered Belgian mares were especially imported for Mr. 
Ettinger. A stallion of that breed has also been secured, 
a fine animal weighing over fifteen hundred pounds at six- 
teen months of age and showing quality and breeding in 
every line of his splendid body. As soon as the mares be- 
come old enough they will be mated with this stallion and 
it is hoped that, by securing a colt from each of the mares 
yearly in addition to the farm work she performs, the prob- 
lem of lowering the cost of production on the farm will be 
partially solved. 

The upper floor of the main barn is for hay and grain 
storage. Several large bins each holding a number of tons 
are easily available so that two or three different grain 
mixtures may, be made at one time and used as wanted. 
A system of chutes conduct this grain to wherever it may be 
needed so that all unnecessary handling is eliminated. 
These chutes and bins are all lined with galvanized iron. 


Since no shade trees are available as yet, paddocks have 
been fenced off each provided with running water and a 
large shelter shed. These are located convenient to the 
barn and serve their purpose admirably. 


Just back of the horse and cow barn is located the main 
hennery where many of the layers are kept. A good part 
of the poultry, however is kept in colony houses, of which 
there are twenty-three, and from the present indications, 
Mr. Ettinger seems to feel that the colony system is the best 
one to use. The colony houses are each approximately twelve 
feet long and nine feet wide and are built on concrete piers. 
They are located in commodious lots, each lot seeded with 
alfalfa and provided with running water. Every house is 
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Imp. Froome's Fascination III 
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virtually a small palace, being plastered inside with a door 
on the east end, a glass window on the west end and upper 
glass windows on the south side so that plenty of sunlight 
may be admitted. A long muslin curtain on a hinged frame 
beneath the south windows is provided for ventilation. All 
houses are equipped with trap nests, portable roosts and 
galvanized iron dropping boards. ie 
About half of the main house is divided into sections, 
each section approximately fifteen by fifteen feet and hold- 
ing thirty-five to fifty birds. The other half is used for

brooding chicks and has all the conveniences that go with the 
first-class poultry business. An alleyway extends the en- 
tire length of the building and much of the work is done 
from this alleyway. At one end is located the incubator 
room containing five large Cyphers’ incubators. Directly 
above is a room used for washing and packing eggs, fitting 
birds for show, and doing any odd jobs that may arise in 
a day’s routine. About one thousand hens are now being 
kept of the White Plymouth Rock, White Leghorn and 
White Wyandotte breeds. It is Mr. Ettinger’s plan to sell

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off the White Leghorns and White Wyandottes and devote 
all the energies of the poultry department to the perfection 
of the White Plymouth Rocks. This winter’s shows at 
St. Louis, Chicago. and Springfield will find a new exhibiter 
in Maple Farm and, judging from the quality of the stock 
there the latter part of October, many of the blue ribbons 
offered at those shows should adorn the walls of the farm 
office after placing has been finished. 

Beyond the poultry house is found the piggery where 
the aristocratic Maple Farm Chester Whites live in luxury.

With the exception of a small section in the center the en- 
tire house is divided into pens about eight feet wide and 
ten feet long. The pens on one side are used for sows that 
have suckling pigs at their side or that are soon due to 
farrow. Fenders, of course, are found around the inside 
of the pen so that the sow may not lie on the little ones. 
On one side is also found an arrangement whereby the small 
pigs may be fed milk without being disturbed by the mother 
thus keeping them growing every minute. The sows have 
been, and are prolific breeders, one hundred pigs having 
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been raised from the last eleven litters. The boar at the 
head of the herd is an offspring of the famous Dexter, a 
noted winner in past years at the International. 

The pens on the other end are occupied by pigs that are 
being raised especially for breeding purposes. These pens 
are built practically the same as are the pens on the far- 
rowing end of the house but, of course, have no fenders or 
feeding arrangement. An interesting feature, and a fea- 
ture which might be copied to advantage by many breeders, 
is a raised platform or “upper berth” on which the pigs 
lie and bask in the sun. The floor of the pen being of con- 
crete, is liable to be cold during the winter but the raised 
platform has overcome any difficulties which might arise 
from the use of concrete. The liquid manure and floor 
washings of the main piggery are disposed of in the same 
manner as at the cow and horse barn. 

The pigs spend their first days in the long house but 
the major portion of the growing time is spent in the col- 
ony houses, of which there are fifteen. All these colony 
houses are built on concrete piers and are about ten feet 
long and eight feet wide. The entrance door is cut into 
halves so that the upper half may be kept closed during 
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the handling of milk. These rooms are equipped with all 
the apparatus necessary to make the very best quality of 
butter and to handle the milk in the most sanitary manner. 
As stated previously, all separation is done in the dairy- 
room adjoining the cow-barn. From this room the cream 
is taken to the creamery where it is ripened for churning in 
an up-to-date ripening-vat. This vat is so connected with 
the boilers and an ice mixture tank that the cream may be 
either cooled to a very low temperature, heated to a pasteur- 
izing temperature, or merely ripened as may be desired. 
The cream is churned in a combined churn—one in which 
all the operations of churning, washing, salting and working 
are completed before the butter is removed. Bottling and 
capping machines are provided with which to handle the 
milk, cream and buttermilk sold at retail. 

In the rear of the creamery is a room in which are found 
the washing sinks, a sterilizing cabinet, a Babcock tester 
for determining the fat content of milk, and a test for ascer- 
taining the percentage of moisture in butter. A refrigerator- 
room is provided for the creamery and is of ample size to 
handle all the products of the department. A modern 
and complete electrically driven refrigerating plant has 


bad weather. There are two windows in each colony house 
with a separate sash for both glass and muslin and so arranged 
that either window can be used as desired. Fenders are also 
placed on the inside of these houses so that, if desired, a 
sow can be put out there with her young. Each house is 
situated in a good sized lot provided with running water. 
These lots are usually seeded to alfalfa but are sometimes 
seeded to rape. Both feeds seem to give very good results 
although, as soon as possible, alfalfa will be used entirely 
as there seems to be but little need of grain when plenty of 
that roughage is at hand. That the system employed at 
Maple Farm for the raising of pigs is a most excellent one 
is amply proven by the fact that the pigs which are not 
to be used for breeding purposes, but which are to be made 
into Maple Farm sausage, ham, bacon, and lard weigh 
on an average nearly two hundred pounds at six months 
of age. 

Conveniently situated a short distance from the dairy 
barn is an artistic structure which might be taken for a 
Carnegie Library but which in reality is one of the most 
useful buildings in the group. This is the Dairy Building 
the west end of which is used for the making of butter and 


been installed in the basement, sufficiently large to cool 
the refrigerating rooms and supply sufficient ice for domestic 
purposes. 

Occupying the east end of the Dairy Building is the 
butchershop in which everything is spotlessly clean; there 
is absolutely no odor suggestive of the work being done 
therein. The main room is equipped with a machine for 
grinding sausage meat, a sausage stuffer, and a bacon slicer. 
Adjoining this room are two fire-proof compartments for 
smoking hams and bacons; also a wash room, two storage 
rooms and, just beyond, a commodious pickling and re- 
frigerating room. In these rooms the pig is made ready for the 
consumer; juicy hams, crisp bacons, quality lard and, above 
all, the Maple Farm Sunday morning breakfast sausages 
which are making such a name for themselves among those 
Chicagoians who like good things to eat and are willing to 
pay the price. 

A portion of the basement of the Dairy Building is given 
over to the Kewanee water system. This includes two 
large tanks each forty feet by seven feet for holding the 
water, an air compressor, a pump for the deep well and two 
ten-horse-power electric motors. Besides pumping the 
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water these motors furnish the power for running the agi- 
tator in the ripening-vat, turning the churn and grinding 
the sausage meat. In the east end of the basement is also 
located a room equipped with all the necessary apparatus 
for rendering lard. 

Just west of the Dairy Building is found the granary, 
wagon-shed, tool-house and work-shop. The granary has 
a ten-horsepower electric motor grinding feed, shelling 
corn and for operating the fanning mill and the mill for 
grinding bone. The grain-bins, as in the main barn are 
lined with galvanized iron. Just between the grinding 
room and the grain bins is a large pitless scale on which 
either wagon-loads of produce or single animals can be 
weighed. In the work-shop is installed a small electric 
motor for running the emery wheel. 

To the north of the piggery is located an implemént shed 
which is one hundred feet long and twenty feet wide. One 
side is entirely given over to doors and the shed is sufficiently 
large to store all the implements during the winter months. 

A corn crib is found between the hennery and the piggery 
and has doors on both ends so that a load may be hauled 
directly in and unloaded on either side. 

Last mentioned among the splendid buildings on this 
farm is the house in which the men live. Mr. Ettinger ex- 
presses in a few words his thoughts in regard to the boarding 
of the men when he says, “Il want my men to receive as 
good meals and be just as comfortable during their leisure 


Granary, Wagon Shed, Tool House and 
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Alfalfa will be the main hay crop, and with this end in 
view a great deal of lime is being put on the land. Four 
acres yielded three heavy cuttings this year, all of which 
was used for greenfeed. A fourth cutting could have been 
easily obtained but, to eliminate chances of winter killing, 
the fields were allowed to go into winter with ten, and in 
some cases twelve inches, of standing alfalfa. Six more 
acres were planted this past summer and eight more acres 
will be planted next year. As on many farms in the west 
barley has been used for a nurse-crop but has not given the 
best stand. In the future the seeding will be done in Au- 
gust sowing the alfalfa alone after the land has been well 
tilled. A small acreage of red clover has also been grown 
the past season. 

Twenty acres of corn showed a remarkably good yield 
considering the fact that the land had been in such poor 
condition until last year. Fifteen acres that averaged fif- 
teen tons per acre were harvested and put in the silo for 
succulent winter feed. The remaining five acres had enough 
ears on it so that the yield should easily run up to seventy or 
seventy-five bushels per acre. 

Oats in the future, will be an important crop on Maple 
Farm, the plans for next year showing that twenty acres 
will be sown to that crop. The oats will serve a two-fold 
purpose, furnishing both bedding and grain for the stock. 

In addition to the three main crops, corn, oats and alfalfa, 
which will appear in the rotation in that order, a large

as | am.” To that end he has built a large, comfortable 
fourteen room house and has furnished the rooms for the 
men in the very best manner. The sleeping rooms each 
contain two comfortable single beds and the rooms re- 
semble those of our eastern colleges, as the walls are adorned 
with the colors of many of our different Agricultural Insti- 
tutions. He has also provided a reading room where all 
the best magazines, both agricultural and general, may 
always be found, as well as plenty of writing paper, pens 
and ink. Above all he insists that the food be good and 
abundant and that it be served in the best manner. The 
majority of the men employed on the farm are College men 
and, since Mr. Ettinger believes that, as a general propo- 
sition, they are the better class of help he provides the home- 
like surroundings that will keep the men in the frame of 
mind that is most conducive to efficient and profitable 
work. 

The farm itself contains approximately one hundred 
acres of clay loam soil, a soil which, if the best results are 
to be obtained, must be tile-drained and this has been 
done in a most thorough manner. Of the one hundred 
acres in the farm eighty-five are in cultivation and are.being 
so cultivated that, as the years go by, they will gradually 


become richer and richer, and yield more and more abun- 
dant crops. 


amount of mangels, cow-peas, barley and rape is grown for 
the animals on the farm. A well-planned garden furnishes 
all the vegetables for use in the farm-house. 


Each department has an experienced superintendent at 
the head who is responsible for all detail work that comes 
under his charge. All departments are connected with the 
main office by telephone which means that all orders can 
be transmitted with the least possible amount of unnecessary 
travel. 


Taken all in all Maple Farm stands for the one great idea 
uppermost in the minds of all who have the welfare of the 
farm at heart—progressive and businesslike agriculture. 
Much capital has been invested in the place, not merely 
because the owner had the money to spend, but because he 
wanted the farm, the herds and the flocks to be on such a 
firm foundation that, in the years to come, Maple Farm 
could not help being a money-making proposition. Mr. 
Ettinger is bringing his years of successful experience as a 
business man into the farm and intends to demonstrate to 
the agricultural world that science and art combined with 
systematic management can make a farm return satisfac- 
tory dividends, be a pleasure to the eye and, at the same 
time, produce a vast amount of happiness to both employer 
and employees—WaALTER A. Cook.

In the list of Class leaders for this 
month there is only one change, Endymi- 
on’s Primrose 23795, A. R. 1229, on re. 
entry, with a record of 12214.00 lbs. milk 
and 657.71 lbs. butter-fat, replacing 
Yeksa Lind 14275, A. R. 377, who with 
a record of 11930.90 lbs. milk and 650.56 
lbs. butter-fat, made in the early days 
of Advanced Registry, has had to yield 
her place step by step from first place 
among the five leaders of Class C, to 
fifth place and now into the ranks. 

Six hundred fifty lbs. is still a good 
record, but each month we note a grad- 
ual increase in the average pounds of 
milk and butter-fat, not much, but on 
the up grade. It takes a good many 
large records, when mingled with the 
over 2200 we now have, to raise the total 
average. A comparison of the average 
of the last monthly group to be admitted 
shows this quite plainly, as well as the 
increased yields now being obtained. 

The average for 2205 records is 8361.- 
05 lbs. milk and 420.69 lbs. butter-fat, 
while the last 46 certificates written show 
an average of 450.23 lbs. butter-fat.

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Why all Breeders do not Succeed. 


Why are some breeders so successful in developing heavy 
producing cows, while others fail to get beyond a certain 
stage of progress? We all know of breeders in the latter 
class; for years they have given at least some attention to 
breeding, but they only get a lot of fair producers and then 
they stop. It is a comparatively easy step from the com- 
mon cow, through the use of bulls of the dairy breeds, to 
get the cow that produces three hundred pounds and even 
four hundred of fat a year, but to advance from this stage 
to the five hundred pound cow, or better, is a step that 
the average breeder stumbles at. 

In the working dairy herd this seeming limit is as pro- 
nounced as it is with the breeders of purebreds. A register- 
ed sire of fair breeding from one of the dairy breeds, crossed 
on cows of the average type in this country, gets heifers

They seldom invest in new blood, using 
their own strains and when they buy it is generally to get 
some animal to strengthen their line of breeding. 

What does the extravagant outbreeding amount to in 
the light of our present knowledge of the breeding art? 
In our estimation it sets up conflicting blood lines that 
present an opportunity for the inferior traits of former 
ancestors to assert themselves; in other words reversion 
sets in. In any process where internal conflict takes place, 
no matter how superior those in the conflict may be, deter- 
ioration takes place somewhere. A divided house cannot 


stand. Writing on the subject of breeding dairy cattle, a 
noted authority takes occasion to point out the difficulty 
of making improvement beyond the third generation. We 
refer to it because it is in accordance with the above on 
the ground that new blood for out-cross purposes at this 
stage scatters the line of heredity and the inferior traits 
of immediate ancestors assert themselves. When a pure 
bred sire is bred to a cow of indiscriminate breeding he 
brings to the resulting offspring a strong line of blood, 
which in relation to this kind of cow is thoroughly dominant. 
Breed the half-breed heifer from this cross to another pure- 
bred sire of different blood lines from her sire and you set 
up a conflict that gives the native blood of the original cow 
a chance to assert itself. This authority therefore advocates 
inbreeding to concentrate and fix the improved blood lines 
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before outcrossing and he does not hesitate to recommend 
the breeding of a sire to his heifers. Whether it is advisable 
to inbreed thus closely breed authorities hesitate to say, 
but there is little doubt as to the wisdom of breeding in such 
a way as to fix a certain line of blood that harmonizes rather 
than conflicts. Concentration in any effort counts and we 
are convinced that the history of dairy cattle breeding will 
prove that the breeder who is ever on a reckless hunt for the 
best blood and for new blood is scattering his ammunition. 
Study the pedigrees of cows that are notable producers 
and you will observe first of all that they represent concen- 
tration of blood lines and not a wild chase for new blood lines.

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Guernsey Cows’ Milking Records. 


The following article, reprinted from the Guernsey “‘ Week. 
ly Press,”’ will be read with interest by everyone concerned in 
the raising of Guernsey cattle:— 

Interesting yields from cows kept at the Berry Government 
Experimental Farm, New South Wales, have been published, 
The Minister of Agriculture (Mr. Trefle) is hopeful that the 
information contained in the figures will stimulate dairy 
farmers and breeders in the direction of paying still more at- 
tention to the testing of their individual cows and to using 
only bulls from recognised milking families. 

The returns show that, judging from the butter point of 
view, the best cow in the herd was a Berry breed Guernsey, 
Calm II (by Rose Prince, imp.), she having yielded the very 
high return of 503 lb. of butter in a milking period of 41 weeks, 
despite the fact that she was for ten days at Sydney show, 
which had a certain deteriorating effect on the milk supply. 
The second best cow. was also a Guernsey animal, the im- 
ported Cow Parson’s Red Rose, which gave 452 Ib. of butter 
in a milking period of 51 weeks. The Jersey cow Egypt’s 
Glory (by Sir Jack) takes third place with 450 lb. for a milk- 
ing period of 60 weeks; but, estimating it for twelve months, 
the result has been placed 430 lb. of butter. Another Guern- 
sey cow, Bell Air VI (imp.) was fourth with 411 lb. over a 
milking period of 46 weeks. 

For the largest quantity of milk of standard quality first 
place is secured by the imported Irish Shorthorn cow Gibson 
Girl, with 9,291 lb. of milk, at an average test of 3.5 per cent. 
Second place goes to a Holstein cow, Dutch Oven, with 8,671 
lb. of milk, at an average test of 3.6 per cent. The Ayrshire 
cow Leaf Bud takes third place in milk yield, with 8,389 lb. 
of milk at an average test of 3.4 per cent., whereas the Guern- 
sey cow Calm II comes fourth with 7,548 lb. of milk, testing 
5.8 per cent, of butter fat. Calculating the butter as worth 
10d per lb., and separating milk at 1d per gallon, the best 
cow in the herd—Calm I].—returned £23 12s. 6d. The 
average yields were as follows: Four Holsteins, 7082 ,lb. 
each; six Ayrshires, 5,870 lb. each;,21 Guernseys, 5,677 lb. 
each; 12 Shorthorns, 5,379 lb. each; 11 Jerseys, 3,879 lb. each.

ist Corinthians XV was read by the Rev. W. C. Penney, and 
the service in the Church finally closed with the playing of 
the Dead March from “Saul.” 

At the side of the vault, the committal sentences were read 
by the Rev. F. E. Lowe. At the close, all present came for- 
ward to the edge of the vault, for a last glimpse of the coffin, 
on the breastplate of which was the inscription “‘Colonel W. 
Bell, C. B. Died February 27, 1913. Aged 83 years.” 

At the morning service on Sunday at St. Stephen’s Church 
the preacher was the Rev. W. C. Penney, Principal of Eliza- 
beth College, who, choosing for his text “Be courteous,” 
spoke in eloquent terms of the great loss which the Church 
had sustained by the death of its oldest member, Colonel Bell. 

In the evening the Rev. F. E. Lowe, the Vicar, before com- 
mencing his sermon said he must speak of the loss which the 
parish had suffered. During the 50 years of St. Stephen’s 
history many benefactors had passed away and few were now 
left of its founders. Col. Bell was on the original Committee, 
and one of the guarantors of the funds. He never lost his 
interest, St. Stephen’s was his only Church. He served for 
many years as Churchwarden and only a few days ago, when 
on his sick-bed, he was elected a member of the Committee to 
carry out the scheme for commemorating the Jubilee. Thirty 
years ago he welcomed the Vicar, then a young man, because 
he belonged to St. Stephen’s. Colonel Bell was one of the 
best known men in the island, and to know him was to like 
him. He died as he would have wished—in the firing line. It 
seemed to be almost an impertinence to praise the departed, 
just as it would be to blame them. “The souls of the right- 
eous are in the hands of God, there shall no torment touch 
them.” He had passed to where “beyond these voices there 
is peace,’’ and may God grant to him eternal rest, concluded 
the Vicar.
